TIVE COMMITTEE—OCTOBER 


The office has had full time and efficient clerical service 
since July 1926. fitting that report should made the 
executive committee and, through it, the society large regarding 
the nature the work required and what has been accomplished. 


THE QUARTERLY 


A—The first problem attacked concerned the mailing lists and 
other matters connected with the publication the official journal the 


has been known for some time that the subscription list contained 
many discrepancies which sufficient clerical assistance would enable 
correct. Investigation confirmed our knowledge. The 
Quarterly was individuals who were not entitled re- 
ceive shown comparison returned covers with most recent 
chapter lists. postal slips were also evidence that 
changes address had not been reported the office. 
some cases was found that reports from chapter secretaries 
dues-paying members were not correct; and other cases, that 
had not been informed when members had ceased become active 
their chapters had left their chapters. 

the other hand, the secretary was being constantly notified 
that the Quarterly was not reaching members who were entitled 
receive it. Comparison with our lists indicated that one the 
causes this situation was the fact that the secretary’s office had 
not been furnished with names and addresses new members 
recent affiliations. 

Good service the secretary’s office cannot work without material. 
The office has not been supplied promptly with the names enrolled 
members. this date, there are still four chpaters whose secretaries 
have not sent Quarterly mailing lists for 1926. some instances, 
discovered that the lists contained names individuals for whom 
the office had filing card other record. has even been found 
that some chapter officers and some delegates conventions are not 
record the secretary’s office being members the society. 

Carelessness submitting full names and permanent addresses 
enrolled members has resulted confusion identity hundreds 
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individuals and lack address incomplete address thousands 
This means that these members are, temporarily least, lost the 
society. 

There has always been difference between the arrangement the 
Quarterly mailing list the publisher’s office and that the 
secretary’s office—the former being geographical and the latter 
phabetical (as far could madeso). This alphabetical 
ment was the only one possible for this year. Until recently, 
the only files that the secretary’s office had were arranged chapters, 
from which endeavored make alphabetical file. These 
differences method, the offices the publishers and the secre- 
tary, listing enrolled members and subscribers gave ample oppor- 
tunity for errors. (Regarding geographical list total membership, 
see below.) 


B—Measures taken improve the situation: 


About the first thing done was arrange the lists the 
tary’s office This would enable eliminate er- 
rors between the publisher’s list and ours. This would also 
help the program which the executive committee has had 
mind for some time—the making geographical list for the entire 
membership the society. The many uses which such geo- 
graphical list can put need not enumerated. 
office has been receipt repeated requests from Sigma members 
various the country for the names other members resi- 
dent the vicinity. date have been unable comply with 
the requests, but, with the completion our geographical list (upon 
which the office now work), can supply this information. 
will immense value also the alumni committee which 
contemplating establishing Sigma alumni centers distributed 
over the entire country. 

have dependable alphabetical file. 

The present subscription list for the Quarterly numbers more than 
5550. includes dues-paying members and associates, subscribers 
the Fellowship Fund, direct subscribers, and exchanges. Every 
address this list has been checked and the office keeping the 
list correct date according information received. Names are 
dropped from the list when removal notice sent us, the 
Quarterly returned the postmasters. Our geographical list

list. would surprise the chapters they could all know 
how frequent are the discrepancies this nature. 


File: 


The alphabetical file, exclusive some 1925 and 1926 returns which 
are not yet in, numbers approximately 20,000 names. The office 
constantly, and hard, work the effort make this accurate and 
dependable. The difficulty receiving correct information retards 
the task. has been surprising find that some the addresses 
sent chapter secretaries are older than those have already 
received other ways. course, our membership file included the 
deceased members and not always easy get informa- 
tion the deaths individuals. Since the chapter files are the 
basis all the files the secretary’s office, order check the 
correctness the alphabetical file, was necessary over 20,000 
cards once for each chapter—which means times. 

One the results all this work has been show the doubtful 
the case one chapter alone, 276 individuals were noted 
about whom our records were known incorrect; and the total 
doubtful records August 1926 was over 2600.

C—Geographical File:
